Eras, in the bistories of comman- 
wealths, are seldom appre iat until 
after the c owning act of the drama is 
past We cannot reslize the importance 
of fhe occasion sf the meeting of this

The convention met in Denver at 2 of 
olooky P. M., and it was evident from 
the first partof the meeting’ that the 
sitting of the convention would be pro- 
longed far beyond the limits which had 
generally been set Yor it. A disposition 
revailed generally among the members 
o cavil at every imformallly-and quib+ 
ble upon every point jof order iniscd, 
consuming the ti 
tone purpore, Tha fact (hat the con- 
vention was unwieldly from its size, 
was son apparent, and still some mem- 
bers wished, when committees were ap- 
ipointed, that they should consist ofi 
fro each preoinet, which made them 
number some AQ members, One com- 
mittee, that on credentials, was con- 
atructed on this plan, ard found grent 
difficulty in acting, from its siz». “The
